In place of presenting a written or ver- 


bid report on tho much discussed ques- 
tion of paving tho old square and a part 
of North Main street, Aid, Roberts, chair- 
man of tho Pnbho Improvement commit- 
tee, presented an ordinance the first BOO- 
tiou of which rends: "That tho old B<iunre» 
except n circle in tho centre thereof IfiO 
foot iu diameter, uutl North Main street' 
from the north side of said old bquare to 
the north sido of William street, (20 foot 
on each side of the centre lino of North 
Main street) be paved with brick." Tho 
ordinance specifics how the work shall bo 
done, and that it bo declared a local im- 
provemeut, and shall bo made and paid 
for by special assessment upon tho citi- 
stons' property fronting on old square and 
said street. Tho two street railway com- 
panics to pay for the necessary paving on 
their right of way, as provided for ia tho 
ordinance. It JB deBigued to make a pork 
of tho 130 foot ooutro of tho old square 
not paved, and ornament it by putting n 
fountain or a monument iu the coutro. It 
was estimated that briok puviug will cost 
not to exceed $1.GO n square yard com- 
pleted for UHO. 


Aid. Parke nuido a motion that North 


Main street to tho Wabiish railway bo 
paved with brick. 
Ho represented tlmt 


all the property owners in tho first block 
south of the Wabiibh road woiv anxious 
to havo tho improvement made, aud that 
property owners representing 800 feet 
south of that block to North street were 
e inally auxioun to have the work done. 
Ho thought the puviug Hhould bo extend- 
ed north to thu railway. Aid, Gogerty 
objected on tho ground that tho expense 
entailed would be greater than tho city 
could meot in its presout iiuauoial coodi- 
tion, imd Aid.
